Wilson Supposed to Have Ventured Back

Detectives from the St. Louis Police De- 
ent who have been scouring the State 

for one Samuel Wilson, supposed to be the 
lone bandit, who on the night of May 24 
held up the west-bound Missouri Pacific train 
near Pacific how have him cornered at Han- 
cock, Mo., and his arrest is merelya matter 
ot time. Positive information reached this 
office this morning that Wilson had 
been seen near Hancock, his old home, 
and that two St. Louis detectives, who 
had been watching the spot since the rob- 
bery were hot on his trail. Last night three 
more detectives left Pacific to join their col- 
leagues at Hancock. The tolls are tighten- 
ing “around Wilson and it seems 
hardly possible that he can evade 
arrest, as the St. Louls police 
Department have been notified of his where - 
abouts, and their keenest men are hot on his 


track. 
THE ONLY CLEW. 

The Glew that connects Wilson with the 
daring deed is the only plausible one that has 
fallen into the department’s hands. 

On the Friday following the robbery,James 
Waters, a switch engineer, found a valise in 
the vicinity of the robbery which was 
found to contain besides a pistol, several 
sticks of dynamite and fuses, papers signed 
8. A. Wilson and a red plush chair cushion. 
The cushion stamped the owner as a railway 

station telegraph operator. Old detectives 
recalled the complicity ot one Sam Wilson, a 
Frisco road operator, in a contemplated rob- 
bery at the point of the recent crime ome 
ears ago.

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GAS STILL FLOWS. 


Great 7 . 
Road and Vandeventer Ave. 


The flow of natural gas from the artesian 
well being drilled on the premises of the St, 
Louis Dressed Beef Co, at Vandeventer av- 
enue and Manchester road increases as a 
greater depth is penetrated. This morning 
the men in cliafge of the drill sald that the 
well was then more than 600 feet deep. About 
seventy-five feet from the surface isa bed of 
uUumestone and below that is a 
stratum ot slate through which 
they are now boring. All but 
fifty feet of the well is filled with water. 
Yesterday morning, the men say, the mix- 
ture of sand and water brought to the sur- 
face in the twenty-foot iron cylinder called 
the bucket, gave off an odor Re that 
of Belcher water. It now occurred to 
them that there might be gas in the water 
and they placed a lighted taper to it with the 
result that a flame two or three feet high 
burst from the ‘‘bucket’’ and burned for 
about two minutes. It must be borne in mind 
that the gas did not issue from the 
well, being held down by a column 
of water over five hundred feet high, but 
from the few gallons of water brought up in 
the bucket, 4 inches in diameter and 20 
feet long.

As the /*bucket’’ neared 
he surface the smell of gas was 
very strong, and When a lighted match was 
thrown into the water a flame fully 8 feet 
high burst from the cylinder and burned 
steadily for five minutes.

It is now beileved 
that there is ollas well as gas in the regions 
below. It is expected that when. the water 
inthe well fs 3 out a strong flow of 
gas willbe obtained. The drilling will be 
continued until the flow of becomes very 
strong or until it is definitely known whether 
the gas which now impregnates the water 
issues only from an isolated pocket.

The Bank and Insurance Co. Presiden 
Admires Dr. Ford as a Man, but Not 
as a Olergyman~—Other Leading Men 
in the Church Want the Pastor to Re- 
main—Dr. Ford Has Not Yet Deter- 
mined Whether He Will Accept the 
Call. 


Second Baptist Church, Beaumont and 
Locust streets, has received a call from the 
Fifth Street Baptist Church, Troy, N. Y., and 
in all likelihood he wil accept. 
This news will be of much interest to the 
many St. Loulsans who have known Dr. 
Ford for five years as the pastor of 
the great Baptist stronghold in the, West. 
Second Church numbers among its members 
a host of prominent business men, and its 
financial reports submitted to the annual 
conventions of the church a donud 
with generous gifts. The importance 
of the church and the conseqnent high stand- 
ing of the pastor add, theretore, to the uni- 
versal interest in Dr. Ford’s possible de- 
parture from st. Louis. The call has 
brought to light a difference which has 
existed in Second Church for some time 
and which may have some . bearing 
upon the treatment given the invitation to 
go to Troy. The difference could hardly be 
said to have the acerbity ofa faction fight 
but it has heen a matter of comment anda 
thorn in the side of the clerical body, 
THE TROUBLE. 

The difference has been between Dr. 
Ford and a part of the con- 
greg tion, the most conspicuous of whom 
is Mr. George T. Cram, President of the 
American Central Insurance Co., and 
AO of the Third National Bank. 
Mr. Nathan Cole is on the fence, preserving 
& non-partisan silence, and Mr. F. H. Lud- 
dington is Dr. Ford’s friend and admirer. 
These gentlemen have their respective fol- 
lowings, composed of less important

NEW YorK, June 2.—The officers of the city 
banks are hearing more or less complaint of 
the course that sonie of the banks have felt 
obliged to adopt with reference to loans. In 
consequence of the stringent financial con - 
dition applications for loans have lately been 
subjected to more than ordinary scrutiny, 
and much collateral that formerly would 
have been accepted without question by the 
banks has been turned back to applicants. 

The president of one of the dest 
known banks in the country says that he 
hought that the directors of his institution 
were a little disappointed that merchants 
did not need more money just now. So far 
as he had observed, business was moving 
along in very fair shape, and the commer, 
clal community was managing without the 
ald of the banks. He admitted that it had 
been the experience of his bank to refuse ac- 
com modations to some of its correspondents 
in the interior. 

The country banks, he said, do not 
loan money with the view of having it paid 
back to them. They expect to extend their 
loans from time to time, and so long as they 
may feel secure the longer a loan may run 

beter it will suit them. A long loan 
“the trouble of handling money fre- 

, and it is remunerative enough to 

the purposes of orainary country 

: ne. The consequence is that when 
is a widespread demand for money the 


pinch, and they call upon the city banks to 
help them out. Although the city banks are 
in the habit of collecting their loans when 
they fall due, it is necessary for them to be 
very careful how they dispose of money in 
periods of contraction. 

»The experience of this bank and my 
observation with reference to others is that 
the. city banks have been quite liberal with 
every body, considering all the circumstances. 
Money is quoted at 2% per cent and the re- 
serve is large. It should be remembered 
that deposits in the city banks have de- 
creased to the extent of about $100,000,000 
within a few weeks. Thatis an item which 
should be taken into account when the course 
ofthe city banks with reference to loans is 
criticised. In my opinion the contraction 
that is now going on is natural and healthy. 
Banks and business houses that have been 
carrying too much sail may be in danger of 
going over in the squall, but those which 
have béen managed prudently and with bus- 
mess care will weather this trouble. It isa 
good thing for the country that booms which 
were inflated toan abnormal extent should 
subside. Business will be better for a return 
to natural conditions. 

The president of another bank said that he 
thought that some ofthe banks which dealt 
in mércantile paper were exercising, per- 
haps, too much caution in their accommoda- 
tions to business men at this time. Of neces- 
sity there must be a contraction of commer- 
cial ldans, but there was a great abundance 
of solid and safe paper upon which the 

banks might lend with reasonable safety. 

The condition of the financial market, 
he said, ‘‘is analogousto that ofa patient 
who is perhaps not very ill, but sick enough 
to make it necessary that he should take 
n good care of his diet. It is impera- 
tive that the banks scrutinize with more 
than usual care the collateral thatis offered 
to them on loans, but on the whole I think 
that a certain measure of liberality should be 
shown witn reference to paper that is unde- 
niably to the complaint 
that is by Danks in the 
interior, it Is enough to say that those banks 
which have managed theiraffairs prudently 
will not be hurt very badly by existing finan- 
cial conditions. Those who have been im- 
4 4 must naturally expect to suffer. 

t may be that some of them will be forced 

into liquidation, but 1 do not think there is 
an occasion for general alarm in this re- 
spect. The financial situation is working it- 
self along on unnatural lines, as it has done 
many times before. When the storm shall 
be over it will be found that it has served as 
a cleansing agent, and has done little serious 
damage to banks or to lines of Dusiness that 
have been built up by good management.’’ 

The demand from the interior was given 
little emprasis yesterday by a call from Chi- 
‘cago for $250,000 in currency. At the Sub-

The only connection we have had 
with them was that of making them ad- 
vances, for which we recelved ample col- 
lateral security. 
About a week ago demand Grafts on us 
were made covering an increase on the 
amount we had advanced them. This was 
done without consulting us as to our willing- 
ness to increase the loan and we natura 
refused to honor the draft. 

We saw no reason to carry a bank so far 
West for so large an amount as they wanted. 
Isuppose when they found their drafts had 
been thrown out here they failed to raise the 
money needed to take them up and were 
forced to suspend. Our action was perfectly 
proper and the cause of the failure can in no 
sense be laid at our doors. 

„Lie most Western banks in rapidly grow- 
ing and so-called boom towns, they were 
doubtless loaded up with local paper—more 
than they could carry in a tight market.’’ 


A GENERAL SHUT-DOWN, 


Pliate-Glass Factories of the Country 
Greatly Overstocked. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 2.—It is stated on 
good authority that a general shut-down of 
the plate- glass factories of the country will 
take place within a month, to last an in- 
definite period. Itis given out, asa reason 
for this action, that the factories in the com- 
bine have become so overstocked that a sus- 
pension of production isan absolute neces- 
sity, not because of dull trade, but because 
the factories have no longer any room 
to- store their unsalable product.

CHARGES THAT THE BISHOPS WOULD 
ATTACK THE GOVERNMENT. 


An Emphatic Dental by Duhamel A Ser- 
mon by His Grace Admonishing Good 
Catholics Wet to Countenance News- 
papers Which Attacke the Ohurch— 
General Religiots News. 


OTTAWA, Onterio, June 2.—Archbishop 
Dubamel and the French daily paper here, 
Le Canada, are involved in a quarrel which 18 
growing acute. Je Canada, which has not 
been in good odor with theclergy for some 
time, recently claimed that the Roman Cath- 
olic bishops of Quebec Province intended to 
attack the present Dominion Government 
prior to the elections of 1891 because it re- 
fused to interfere with Manitoba’s abolition 
of Catholic schools. It was further published 
that the bishops prepared a pastoral, which 
was to be readin all the churches, against 
the Government, and that this was even an- 
nounced from one pulpit in Ottawa, but that 
the Ron. J. A. Capleau, the Secretary of 
State, succeeded at the last moment in in- 
ducing the bishops to withdraw the pas- 
toral. 

Archbishop Duhamel said this story was 
faise and then Le Canada published a letter 
from the Rev. Fr. Gendreau of Montreal, 
which, although saying that Archbishop 
Duhamel did not know the facts, admitted 
that he (Fr. Gehdreau) had received a pas- 
toral of the nature intimated by Le Canada, 
which pastoral was, a day or two later, sud- 
denly withdrawn. 

This brief triumph of the newspaper was 
followed to-day by an ominous move by the 
Archbishop. His grace confirmod 300 chil- 
Gren at the Basilica, and subsequently 
preached a sermon in which he urged them 
and all his hearers to remain good Catholics 
and be prepared to contend against bad 
Catholics who criticised the church. He 
specially warned them not to countenance 
Catholic journalists and newspapers who at- 
tacked the church or religious orders, which 
should be beyond their sphere. The Arch- 
bishop intimated that he proposed to deliver 
simflar warnings throughout his diocese dur- 
ing his approaching visitation.

the General Assembly ef the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America ef the violation by 
him of the sald ordination vow as herein and hereto- 
fore found. 

The report of the committee was adopted, 
whereupon Rev. Dr. Sprague gave notice 
that at 223 per time a protest would be 
offered against the finding of the Assembly, 
as beimg too severe a sentence for the offense 
of the honored scholar named, and as tend- 
ing to restrict the liberty heretofore enjoyed 
by office- bearers in the Presbyterian Ohurch.

THE LUCAS SHIP. 

The Lucas ship may never be built, or 
being built may disappoint the ship- 
| huilding experts who predict its success. 
The doubts on this point will never be 
solved till the inventor finds some person 
or association willing to. risk the amount 
required for building the first ship. 

With proper guarantees that the money 
subscribed shall be held in trust for the 
subscribers, to be applied in good faith to 
the building of the ship, or to be returned 
to them in case a sufficient amount be not 


| subscribed, the risk will be only in the fit- 


mess of the vessel, when built, to carry 
cargoes as well on the ocean as on 
the Mississippi River. If she does that 
there will be a commercial revolution and 
every thousand dollars invested in her will 
be worth millions to the people of St. 
Louis and the Mississippi Valley. If she 
fails to do that, the money invested in her 
will be a partial or total loss, which should 
fall on those only who see.in the model a 
reasonable chance of success and can afford 
to risk a small amount in testing its 
merits. 

Generally the inventor is without finan- 
cial support in his own town, as the 
prophet is without honor in his own coun- 
try. It is hardly to be expected that the 
ladies of the Rio Mar Association can suc- 
ceed in raising the Lucas ship money 
where the opposition of powerful trans- 
portation companies has succeeded in pre- 
venting any action by merchants in behalf 
of the enterprise. But we want to saya 
word or two about the argument which the 
combined railroad, Anchor Line and Barge 
Line interests are using to discourage those 
who might help to test the Lucas model. 

This argument is that a Lucas ship cost- 
ing $175,000 could not, if successful, com- 
pete in the carrying trade with barges 
costing only §12,000 each; that the barges 
could carry freight from St. Louis to New 
Orleans and pay the cost of transferring 
cargoes to ocean-going ships cheaper than 
the Lucasship could carry the same freight 
as far on the route to foreign ports, 

But the freight thus transterred could 
not enter South American rivers and ports 
into which a successful Lucas ship could 
sail with a full cargo. On this point we 
refer the reader to a letter printed in an- 
other column from L. B. Smith, United 
States Consul at Curacoa, West Indies. 
There are long stretches of Mexican Gulf 
Coast and Central and South American 
Coast, whose ports are many miles beyond 
the reach of existing ocean steamers that 
can communicate with them by boats only 
from a distant and unsafe anchorage. The 
chief object of the Lucas invention and its 
chief merit, if it has any, is the develop- 
ment of direct trade between Mississippi 
Valley cities and rich Central and South 
American regions whose coast cities are 
inaccessible to any other kind of steamer.

Alleys and streets are the playgrounds for 
hosts of children in the populous tenement. 
bouse district. Slocks are not so large there 
as in the better residence sections, but there 
isless waste“ ground. There are no air 


spaces about the buildings. One airt - on- 


crusted, rotten-timbered structure fronts 
the street anda another fronts the alley. 

Some Of the rooms in these tenements have 
windows opening on halls, which ere in turn 
lighted by skylights and are only aired by the

| balls. Is many such rooms whole families— 
mother, father and a group of children— 
| live. constantly. The father sometimes has 
his work-benchin one corner of a lighted 
room and when there is no father the 
mother’s machine is next the window. It 
is the living, dining and bedroom for the en- 
tire family. 

Sometimes to help make up the rent a 
lodger is taken in—man or woman—and he or 
she sleeps with the others in that one gene- 
ralchamber. Often there are three genera- 
tions of a familyin one room, for many of 
these poor make a virtue of keeping the 
family ** 

Living is hard and observance of those 
rules of decency which in better condition ed 
tamilies’ are regarded as the bulwarks of 
morally has long ceasen to be considered 
pecessary. Refinements of virture cannot 
survive in such huddiling, such air and such 
food asthe meager earnings of the house- 
hold head can buy. 
¢ Children come into such homes more fre- 
qtently than into homes of a better sort. A 
larger percentage die, and of those who 
survive all are physically tainted by their 
desperate struggle in the first years of their 
existence, ; 

If living is hard there for men aud women 
it is a day-long struggle for the little ones 
from birth until they can take care of them- 
selves in the alley muck heaps and the paved 
area play grounds of which they sometimes 
have possession by force of numbers. 

Thousands give up the struggie every sum- 
mer. Funerals are almost as frequent as 
births in a tenement house, and every atom 
of humanity that goes to its grave from such 
a home wrings a mother’s heart as tender 
for her own as though her lot were higher. 

It ig to spare the mothers such sorrow, to 
save the children, to give them strength and 
experiences of a better life in fresh air and 
clean surroundings that the PosT-DIsPaTtcH 
proposes the establishment in Piasa Valley of 
a children’s summer camp. 

A tract of land has been secured on which 
a large house and tents will be erected, Here 
babies and their mothers, picked from the 
slums, will be quartered in care of good 
women and physicians. The choice of these 
beneficiaries will be without regard to creed 
or race, it will only be necessary to know 
that the necessity exists for the transfer of 
the ittle ones from the teek and heat of the 
crowded rooms to the clean, pure alrof the 
sanitariaum. : 

To providethe building, the tents, and for 
the running expenses of the camp the friends 
of the Post-DisPaTox are called upon. What- 
ever sums they wish to give will be re- 
ceived and placed in the fund for this 
purpose. A complete story of receipts and 
expenditures will be printed during the 
summer in these columns, ;

When Mr. W. Huff, who was conductin 
Mr. Marten’s case, which had been assigne 
to Judge Valliant’s court, heard of Judge 
Klein’s decision, he immediately dismissed 
his petition and filed a new one, which was 
assigned to Judge Klein, his court being the 
only one in Session. Judge Valliant had the 
case under advisement when Attorney Huff 
dismissed it. 

The trick did not work, however, as Judge 
Klein sat down on the over-anxious attorney 
and refused to hear the matter stating that 
he did not think it right to allow litigants to 
pick the judges to try their cases. r. Huff 
then wanted to go back to Judge Valliant, 
but that gentleman told him be must have 
his petition through the regular process. 
When Clerk Jeffrey turned the wheel the case 
went to Judge Dillon's court.

WORLD’S FAIR TICKETS. 


Passenger Agents Greatly Dis 
turbed by Manipulation. 


New YorK, June 2i:—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Trunk Line Association met 
yesterday to consider a matter that has dis- 
turbed the equanimity of the general passen- 
ger agents last week and which the latter 
were unable to cope with. Since excursion 
tickets to the World’s Fair have been on sale, 
about May 1, two of the trunk line railroads 
have been carrying nearly all {of this class of 
business. The Ontario and Lackawana com- 
panies were charged with stocking the ticket 
brokers’ offices in Western cities with return 
portions of excureion tickets, the 
**going’’ portion of which had never 
been used for travel. The theory was that 
tickets had been sold tothe brokers by the 
block, with the first half chopped off. The 
excursion rate is $28, and if the return por- 
tions were sold at one-half that, or $14, the 
brokers would havea very good margin to 
work on. Inthis manner east-bound rates 
for single tickets have been greatly dis- 
turbed, Commissioner F. C. Donald of the 
Central Traffic Association, reported to the 
Eastern lines that tue only disturbing ele- 
ment to east-bround traffic, was the sus- 
pected manipulating of tickets and rates by 
the two accused railroads. But if the evil 
exists great pains are taken to cover it up, 
and the representatives of these companies 
at its meeting résolutely denied that any- 
thing irregular had beendone. Neverthe- 
less, Commissioner Goddard was appointed 
to investigate things and he was authorised 
to summon witnesses. from the interested 
roads. It is understood that arrangements 
will de made to exercise greater vigilance 
both in -New York and Chicago in order to 
see that manipulation of rates and tickets is 
kept at a minimum
